Wreek on Adjoining Tracks Delays 
Roosevelt Train. 


“CHICAGO, Oct. 2.—Col. Roosevelt 
quit Mercy Hospital, where he had been 
a patient since an attempt was made 
to assassinate him in Milwaukee, a 
week ago today and on board a Penn- 
syivania train, departed at 8:80 o'clock 
this morning for his home in Oyster 
Bay. He walked from the wheel chair 


4 / @t the hospital door to the ambulance. 


The start, which had been scheduled 
for 8:08, was delayed 22 minutes on the 
account of a collision of Burlington lo- 
comotives on the tracks adjoining those 
used by the Roosevelt train. The ac- 
cident, caused by a mistake in signals, 
resulted in one engineer being taken to 
a hospital. 

Col. Roosevelt showed no nervousness 

the delay, and chatted with the 
members of his party until the route 
Was cleared and the train pulled out. 
Last Night Restless One. 

The Colonel's last night at the hos- 
pital was rather a restiess one. He 
slept only about four hours in the qe 
gregate from the time he first fell asleep 
at 11:15 p. m. He awoke frequently and 
he seemed nervous. 

When he was ready to depart the

Aeronauts Strike Mile . High 
Storm, Are Pushed Up 9000 
Feet and Hit by Lightning. 


WERE ON A TEST FLIGHT 


Winner of Last Year’s Bennett 
Trophy in America Had 
~ Most Improved Balloon. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Oct. 21.—Lieut. Hang Ger- 
icke, winner of last year’s international 
balloon race in the United States and 
head of the team of German defenders 
in the races to be held from Stuttgart 
next Saturday, was thrown from his 
balloon at a height of three miles yes- 


terday by the explosion of the gas bag, 
which is believed to have been struck 
by lightning. His aid, Lieut. Steler, also 
was killed. 

Gericke and Steler were making a tric’ 
flight to test the.new balloon, which 
they expected to use in the international 
races. . 

Just above the town of Grossenhain 
they met a thunderstorm, which they 
attempted to avoid by rising above. the 
disturbance. When a while in the air 
the craft was caught in an eddy and 
becam. unmanageable. After a terrific 
rush straight upward the bag burst. The 
shattered instruments which the bal- 
loonists carried on their flight were ex- 
amined today. The recording apparatus 
showed they were riding at a height of 
fy feet when they were hit suddenly 
hy a vertical gast of wind which pushed 
them straight up with the violence of a 
hurricane to a height of more than 15,- 
000 feet. 

At this altitude the bag burst, either 
from the sudden change in pressure or, 
as is more likely, from being struck by 
iightning. 

Embodied Latest Ideas. 

The balloon embodied* all the latest 
ideas in gas bag construction and was 
regarded ‘throughout. Germany as the 
likely winner of the international cup 
in Saturday's contest. 

Gericke and Steler had expected to 
try for an altitude record in yesterday's 
flight and had equipped their car with 
oxygen tauks and a@pparatus ‘to assist 
them .in enduring rarified atmosphere, 





Gericke Seventh Man Shown in Kin- 
loch Picture to Be Killed. 


The death of.Lieut. Gericke recalis 
to St. Louisans the tragic sequence of 
fatalities that follows in the wake of 
the famous “Death Reel” of moving 
pictures taken at Kinloch Field in 
October, 1910. Leiut. Gericke is the 
seventh of the central figures to 
meet a violent death. 

Arch Hoxsey, Ralph Johnstone, A. 
lL. Welch, Jacques Faure, Capt. 
Schreck and an attendant comprise 
the roll to which Gericke is now 
added. 

Col. Reosevelt, who is shown at 
length in the reel, narrowly escaped 
the fate of his picture-companions at 
Milwaukee, and Walter Brookings 
and Alfred Leblanc have likewise had 
their lives endangered.

Ben E. W. Ruler, as president of the 
West St. Louis Trust Co., 4101 Easton 
avenue, filed suit Monday for an in- 
junction to restrain Conway Elder, an 
attorney, from proclaiming himself pres. 
ident of the company, opening mali ad- 
dressed to the company or acting in any 


business capacity in connection with it. 
A te rary injunction, returnable 
Wednes ay,, was issued by Judge 
Muench” 

Ruler ¢ |jo named as defendants in his 
“git JacopP  taurer, Dennis O'Leary and 
ie. 3 %4. Venz, who, he alleges, have 

ie, | with Elder. He declared that the 
cho. ce of Filder as president, Oct. 7, was 
the result of a conspiracy, and that five 
days later the directors reconsidered 
and again elected Ruler president. He 
says Elder has continued to declare him- 
self to be president of the company. 

Business Secrets Imparted. 7 

Ruler states in his suit that he be- 
came president of the trust cOmpany 
in September, 1906, and that four 
years ago Elder was taken into his 
confidence as an attorney, and was 
intrusted with business secrets of the 
company. He was ¢epended on by 
Ruler, the petition states, to defend 
his business interests from open as- 
Sault and secret treachery. 

The institution has $400,000 depos- 
its, Ruler states, and the depositors, 
he sets forth, have a terror of liti- 
gation. 

He gays that at a meeting in Octo- 
ber, 1911, Maurer, O'Leary and Venz 
were placed on the board of directors, 
and that from time until Octo» 
ber, 1912, the ‘‘piracy to displace 
Ruler was in pi: tress.

He sayvs Bilder has continued to pro- 
claim himself president of the company, 
and has signed cheoks and done other 
acts which are the prerogative of the 
president. He has been trying, Ruler 
charges, to “foment a run” on the com- 
pany. 

Elder, when told by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter of the suit, would make no 
statement except to deny that he had 
demanded a $5000 bonus from- Ruler.

SYDNEY, Australia, Oct. 21.—Jack 
Johnson will not fight in Australia. 

Hugh McIntosh, who had offered 
Johnson $58,000 for fights with Sam Lang- 
ford and Sam McVey or Joe Jeanette, 
cabled today to W. W. Kelly, his rep- 


| resentative in Chicago, to cancél all 
negotiations. 

McIntosh explained that Johnson's 
part in the alleged abduction of a white 
girl had so angered the sporting men 
and public of Australia that the matches 
were no longer desirable. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21.—Jack Johnsor, the

Even $1,000,000 Wouldn't Do, 

“It doesn’t make any differenc:,” 
Wilkerson told him. “If you bring 1 
a $1,000,000 cash bond. _ You are under 
suspicion in this case.’ 

“The testimony of the girl may in- 
volve you. I will not accept <ny 
bond from you,”’ 

Wilkerson’ said he expected a surety 
company might try today to put up 
a bond for the girl. 

“This bond will come from Commis- 
sioner Toote to me for approval,’’ he 
said, intimating that he would not ap- 
prove any bond. 

Federal investigation of charges 
that Johnson violated the Mann white 
slave law moved swiftly today. 
Twenty-five subpenas were served on 
\the  pugilist’s associates, ordering 
them to appear before the Federal 
grand@ jury tomorrow. 

Prosecution was started by the city 
against Johnson for alleged violation 
of the 1 o’clock saloon closing law. 
The case was set for hearing Oct. 29. 

Federal officers are close on the trail | 
of the Dorr woman, who left Chicago 
when the Cameron gir’ was rrrasted.

Robert E. Cantwell, an attorney, later 
asked United States District Judge Car- 
penter for a writ of habeas corpus for 
Miss Cameron.

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DYER DECLARES HE 
NEVER GAVE MONEY 
TO CANDIDATE GILL 


Congressman Upholds Demo- 
cratic Opponent’s Denial of 
Disloyalty Charge. 


Michael J. Gill’s denial of a report 
that he received money two years ago 
from L. C. Dyer, then Republican nomi- 
nee for Congress in the Twelfth District, 
was upheld Monday by Dyer, who told 


a Post-Dispatch reporter he had never 
paid Gill anything, and never met him 
until two months ago. 

Gill, a Democrat, who is running 
against Congressman Dyer, is being ac- 
cused by the Kinney-Egan following of 
having scratched the name of the late 
“1 uomas E. Kinney, Democratic congres~ 
sional nominee, in 1910, and of having 
voted for Dyer. 

He denied the charge at a meeting of 
the committee Saturday afternoon. He 
repeated the denial Monday, and was 
especially incensed at the reported alle- 
gation that he had taken money from 
Dyer. ~ 

Dyer’s Testimony Sought. 

He said he intended to obtain Dyer’s 
Genial of this story, and that, in order 
to give this denial the greatest possi- 
ble force, he planned -to file a suit 
against the Globe,Democrat, which pub- 
lished Sunday a report that Dyer held 
a canceled check showing a payment to 
Gill. He intended to get Dyer’s deposi- 
tion in connection with the suit, he 
said. 

When the reporter asked Dyer about 
ihe matter, the Congressman said no 
one thus far had asked him for a state- 





“There is nothing in any such story,” 
he said. “I never gave Mr. Gill any- 
thing. I never had any dealings with 
him, and never met him until we met 
at the primary polling place in the pre- 
einct in which we both live, last Au- 
gust.”’ 

Gill attributes the disloyalty charge 
to ‘“‘the Kinneys,” represented by 
Michael Kinney, nominee for his broth- 
er’s former seat in the State Senate, 
and by Tom Egan, brother-in-law of the 
late Senator Kinney. Egan, who repre- 
sents the Fifth Ward on the District 
Committee, was the most outspoken in 
pressing the disloyalty charge at the 
neeting, and refused to be satisfied with 
Gill’s disavowal. 

“If I had received money from Dyer,”’ 
Gill remarked, “I would not think of 
asking for the vote of any Democrat. 

“The whole trouble in this matter,’’ he 
went on, “is that I have not been able 
to spend much money on my campaign. 
[am a poor man. I have spent what lit- 


Kinney’s men working for me. I let 
them go because I could not affora to 
pay them any longer, and this attack 
followed. 

“The poll-book record that they are 
using, in the effort to prove that I was 
disloyal, is 23 months old, and has been 
in their hands a good while, and it 
would not have been difficult to alter it. 

Says He Voted for Kinney. 

“Whatever it may aippear to show, 
the fact is that I did not scratch Tom 
Kinney. I don’t say that I would never 
scratch any party candidate—[ might 
for sufficient reason—but I positively 
did vote for Kinney for Congress. 

‘“T have not been asked by the com- 
mittee to withdraw. If the committee 
should make such a request, that would 
make no difference with me. The com- 
mittee opposed me in the primary. 

‘Mr. Dyer lives in the same precinct 
that I live in, but I never met him until 
someone introduced me at the polling 
place last~August. I had never before 
seen him or had any dealing with him, 
and I have met him Only once since 
then, in a casual Way, ion a car.’

Peace Advocate, Speaks at 
the City Club. 








The nation that goes to war for what 
it terms its rights is just as much of 
a criminal as the individual who as- 
saults and robs to get what he consid- 
ers his due, the Baroness von Suttner of 
Vienna, advoéate of world peace, said 
in an address at the City Club Monday. 

The Baroness was listened to. with in- 
terest by a crowd that packed the main 
dining room of the club, and many who 
could not get into the room stood out- 
side in an effort to catch her words. 

She was introduced by Congressman 
Bartholdt, another peace advocate, and 
because of her 
English was assisted by a prompter, who 
supplied the difficult words in a whis- 
per. 

“War takes away the young, healthy 
and capable men,” she said, “leaving the 
old and the weak to propagate the race, 
That is one reason why the law of vio- 
lence, which has long prevailed, soon 
must give way to the law of justice. 

“Those who argue that powerful er- 
maments are preventive of war shou'd 
consider the ehory more closely. AS a 
matter of fact the armaments cause 
wars. A wealthy man who often hired 
a coachman to take him out driving, 
got the idea one day that the coach- 
man might rob him. He accordingiy 
took a revolver and called the coach- 
man’s attention to the fact that he was 
armed. 

“The coachman, fearing the rich man 
intended to kill him in order to get the 
coach and horses, put a big knife into 
his pocket. The rich man then was 
sure the coachman intended to rob him 
<o he drew his pistol. The driver just 
@S promutly drew his knife and stabged 
the rich man, who shot him in return.

A fight started in the saloon and was 
continued on the side porch. ’ 

Crecelits says that he went to the 
porch and saw Adams sitting on the 
ground. His face and head were cut. 
The other men were gone. 

Crecelius says he went into the sa- 
loon to get a towel to wipe Adams’ 
face. When he returned he saw Adams 
walking down the road. He is sure 
Acams leg was not broken at that 
time. 

An hour later Adams was found at 
the bottom of a ditch-half a mile from 
th. saloon. His leg was broken. 

City hospital physicians say they do 
not believe Adams, skull was fractured, 
but an autopsy will be necessary to 
show the cause of death.

having come into the office by the ac- 
cident of death, he felt it his duty to 
Carry out the policies of ‘his predeces- 
sor. His friends said: “Just wait unti! 
he is elected president in his own right 
and then he will do something.”’ 
The platform ‘of 1906, however, did 
not pledge him to any reform. He did 
not take the people into his confidence 
and outline any remedial legislation. 
There never was a platform more thor- 
oughly padded with platitude and praise 
of the party. Whatever reforms he un- 
dertook were undertaken in the second 
session, and without previous pledge. 
Out of, seven years and a half, only 
four contain anything in the way of 
progressive work, and in these four 
years such progressive measures as 
were enacted were enacted only with 
Democratic aid and in pursuance o0¢° 
Democratic pledges, and these were ou’- 
weighed by inaction on important ques. 
tions and by a retrograde movement in 
other matters. 
During Mr. Taft’s administration the 
attempt to conciliate the potential po- 
litical influences has been obvious. The 
President has given the benefit of the 
doubt to that portion of his party which, 
though numerically weak, is powerful in 
conventions. 

“Like Creeping Paralysis.” 
The fear that he might not be re- 
nominated has affected the President 
like creeping paralysis, and, In saying 
this, there is no intention of reflecting 
upon the President's good intentions. It 
ls expecting too much of frail human 
nature to think that a man in such a 
position can escape the pressure, even 
though the victim is unconscious of it, 
exerted by those who are supposed to 
be in a position where they can give or 
withhold presidential nominations and 
elections.

people are convinced 
exist—the people are 
to tolerate an abuse too long than to 
remedy it too quickly. The voters, how- 
ever, are at least awake to the evils of 
a second term. There is a growing dis- 
position to limit State executives to a 
single term, in order that they may be 
free from the blinding influence of a 
selfish interest and be in position to act 
with an eve single to the public wel- 
fare. 

If it is wise to thus protect a Gov- 
ernor from influences that might swerve 
him from the path of duty, is it not 
much more necessary to protect a Presi- 
dent from those same influences? There 
are 48 Governors, but only one Presi- 
dent, and that President exerts more in- 
fluence than the 48 Governors combined. 
Hundreds of thousands of public offi- 
cials depend upon his will for their 
daily bread: he can dismiss them at 
pleasure and, however improbable the 
exercise of this power, the fear of its 
exercise exerts a coercive tnfluence. 
He is commander-in-chief of the army 
and the navy; no king or emperor oF 
ezar has, or would dare to exercise, the 
authority conferred upon and exercised 
by a President of the United States. 
Surely, if there is a position on earth 
in which a man ought to be free to carry 
out all promises made and to act upon 
his conscience and his judgment where 
previous pledges do not direct, that man 
is the President of the United States.

GET ABOARD CANOE 


W. A. Thompson of Belleville 
Tells of Exciting Fight in 
New Brunswick. 


RETURNS WITH HIS FATHER 

Much Big Game Sighted, but 

None Considered Large Enough 
to Keep as Trophies. 





Cyrus Thompson, former Postmaster 
of Belleville, and his son, William A. 
Thompson, hunters of big game, have 
‘ust returned from New Brunswick with 
much first-hand information about the 
bull moose, gained from numerous en- 
counters with the monarch of the woods. 
‘They did not bring any moose heads 
home because none of the animals was 
large enough to suit them. The Thomp- 
sons hunt big game in some part of the 
world every year and have many tro- 
phies of the chase. 

William A. Thompson tells of his most 
exciting adventure with a bull moose 
which came near capsizing his canoe in 
the Nepisiquit River. The animal had 
answered the call of the guide and 
eame crashing through the brush at the 
edge of the river. The sun had not ris- 
en and the moose, seeing a dark object 
in the river, plunged into the water and 
swam straight for the canoe. 

It was a young bull, too small to 
shoot, and no attempt was made to kill 
it. The moose kept swimming for the 
eanoe and when within a few feet tried 
to crawl into it. Thompson and his 
guide had to use their paddles to drive 
the animal away and were nearly cap- 
sized in doing so. 

The Thompsons were in the wood three 
weeks and during that time saw at least 
“0 moose. Cyrus Thompson had to run 
behind a tree once to escape a charging 
moose that had answered the call of his 
gxuide. One time while the hunters were 
away from camp, tWo cow moose and a 
large bull remained within 50 yards of 
the camp for two hours. The cook 
watched the animals and reported to the 
hunters when they returned. The trail 
was taken up, but no trace of the big 
dull could be found before darkness fell. 

One bull that was large enough to suit 
‘he hunters was seen 200 yards away, but 
ihe animal had disappeared when they 
tried to get closer. .s

firm’s representative said he wanted 
someone to try the gun, but it was not 
discharged, as not a single shot was 
fired at a moose.

WEEK IS TO WIND UP 
WITH A COLD WAVE 


Record Low Temperature of 
Season Will Follow in Wake 
of Storm From West. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Fair weather 
will prevail over much of the country 
for the next several days, according to 
the weekly bulletin issued by the 
Weather Bureau.

It 
will be followed by a change to the 
coldest weather of the season, the cold 
wave making its appearance in the 
northwest Saturday or Sunday.

Those who attended the performance 
of “Die Fuenf Frenkfurter,” by toe 
German Theater Co. at the Odeon Sun- 
day night.saw what the patrons of the 
English theaters may see and glorify 
probably two yeare from now. for it 
will take that long for the New York 
English production that is to be made 
this fall under the title, “The Golden 
Lane,” to reach St. Louis. The Ger- 
man company scored a real coup in 
giving Carl Roessler’s delightful cemedy 
for the first time in the United States. 

It is the story of the rise 2§ the 
Rothschild family, that now dominates 
the financial world. The play opens 
sometime after the death of the first 
Rothschild, whose honesty and probity 
in handling the money of others was 
the foundation of the bank destined 
to become the most famous in the 
world. He had been a peddler, carry- 
ing his pack from house to Awemg, ani 
his simple, but strong-minded widow, 
is quite appalled by the magnificence 
which her thrifty sons are achieving. 
They are barons now and they wish her 
to adopt the habits and luxuries of 
a mother of barons, but it is all quite 
beyond her. 

She can’t help but think how old May- 
er Salomon, her late husband, would 
turn in his grave if he could know how 
much money his descendants were 
spending to live up to the honors their 
financial achievements had won. As 
Played by Frau Victorial Welb-Mark- 
ham, Frau Gudula is one of the most 
delightful character creations to appear 
on any St. Louis stage in a long time. 
She is a living reality. 

A charming scene fs the return of the 
five sons from the capitals of Europe, 
with their lofty airs, quite. different 
from the simple ones their mother had 
taught them. How delighted Frau Gu- 
dula is to have them all with her! To 
her, they are not changed a bit. She 
bakes a “matzos” cake for one because 
ie loved it beyond all else when he 
was a little boy. For another, she cooks 
a savory dish of chopped meat and gar- 
iic, And so on, down the line, for each 
she has his favorite childhood meal. But, 
alas! their tastes are different now. 
These things no longer appeal to them. 

This incident is typical of the play, 
which is a series..of incidents con- 
trasting the differences that a single 
generation has brought to one house, 
and in. ali of them Frau Gulula is the 
only one unchanged, always charming 
in her simplicity. 

The seed of social ambftion has been 
sown in the soul of Salomon Roths- 
ehild, the- head of the house. Gus- 
tav, the Duke of Taunus, owes the 
i tamity millions of marks, but he can’t 
yay. Salomon would have him dis- 
charge the debt by marrying Salomon’s 
lovely daughter. Such an _ alliance 
would greatly strengthen the famlly's 
growing fortunes. The Duke is willing, 
but his cousin, who is the head of the 
ducal house and is far more thrifty, 
vetoes it, notifying the Rothschilds that, 
if the marriage occurs, he will with- 
draw his vast funds from the family’s 
hands. 

Frau Gudula has opposed the match 
from the first, always preaching that 
no stranger to her religion must be 
taken into the family. In the end, she 
wins in her contention that Charlotte 
must be allowed to choose for herself. 

Charlotte's choice is a bit of a shock 
to those with a horror of the intermar- 
riage of blood relatives, for he Is none 
other than the suave and handsome and 
polished Parisian brother of her father. 
Salomon’s worry because he has toiled 
end worried and slaved to get together 
@ great dowry for his daughter only to 
have to turn it over to his brother is a 
fine bit of comedy. 

The German Theater Company never 
appeared to better adyantage. Direc- 
tor Hans Loebel was a perfect embodi- 
ment of Salomon, and the other broth- 
ers Were delightfully played by Christian 
Schober, Gustav Hilmer, Philo Wuest- 
Wilkens and Gustav Haussig. Louise 
‘Pellman was charming as Charlotte. It 
was Mrs, Welb-Markham’s first appear- 
ance this seasoh and she. was the recip- 


tent of many flowers. The entire action 


of the play takes place in the Ghetto 
district of Frankfurt-on-the-Main.

OFF POLICE BOARD 


His Service as Foreman Will Ex- 
tend Into. December—Was 
Wanted for Election. 


HAS AN EYE TO ARTISTIC 


He Is Second ‘Member With Such 
Ideas——Has Determined -on 
No Police Policy. 


Whether a. grand juror can at the 
saine time be a Police Commisioner is 
the question which may have to be de- 
cided before Adrain O. Rule, appointed 
by Gov. Hadley to the Police Board 
two days ago, takes. his new place. He 
is the second Democratic member of the 


board. 

Rule is foreman of the new grand 
jury, whose sessions will extend 
through December. He hardly could 
¢rop this work, he told a Post-Dispatch | 
reporter Monday, and he is in doubt | 
whether he can qualify as a Police 
Commissioner while his grand jury 
service continues. 

Gov. Hadley, in announcing Rule’s 
appointment, said Saturday he thought 
it best to fill the vacancy, which had 
existed for more than a year, in time 
to have a full board for the November 
election. 

Two With an Eye to Artistic. 

When Rule does become a member of 
the board, that body will have at least 
two members who have an eye to the 
artistic and the decorative. 

Commissioner Brinsmade comes natur- 
ally by this taste, being in the millinery 
business. It is not so apparent, on the 
surface, why Rule, a real estate man, 
should be classified with him. But it 
becomes clear when one looks at the 
three things in which Rule takes most 
pride in his realty career. 

These are the Century Building, which 
Rule promoted in the late '%s, the Ma- 
ryland Hotel, which his firm promoted 
a half dozen years ago, and the Park- 
view residence section, in the planning 
and upbuilding of which he had a lead- 
ing part. 

The Century Building was the most 
artistic office building St. Louis had seen 
up to the time it was built. 

It was too artistic, in fact, for the 
later requirements of commerce. In the 
last few months workmen have cut 
away the graceful sloping lines of its 
foundation stones, which were held to 
interfere with the continuity of show 
windows, and have placed the building 
at right angles to the street, like the 
newer and bigger office and store build- 
ing to the west of it. Rule frowns a bit 
when he sees those trimmed-down 
stones, just as a sculptor might if his 
state of Venus or Psyche had been 
draped by a‘public censor. 

The hotel and the residence section 
which he planned have been left as they 
were built, and they show the praciical 
working out of a “City Beautiful’ taste. 

One of Pike County Colony. 

Rule is one of the Pike County colony 
of St. Louis, but unlike some other dis- 
tinguished sons of Pike County whom 
St. Louisans know well, he does not 
speak in trumpet tones that would carry 
across the Bowling Green public square. 
Instead, he is distinctly quiet and even 
a bit reserved in manner, and not dis- 
yosed to waste energy, vocal or other- 
wise. 

He worked as a printer’s boy—some 
call it ‘‘devil’’—at Loutsiana, Mo., in his 
teens, Champ Clark being the boss for 
whom he fed the press and kept the 
rollers inked. He later studied law, 
chiefly as a preparation for a business 
career, and has been in his present line 
of business for 23 years. 

He ran for the City Council on the 
Democratic ticket in 1911, but that

I shall try 
io help in any needed improvement. At 
rresent [ am not especially well posted 
cn police matters. 

“As a Commissioner Tf shall be only 
one of five men, and if I am to.do any 
particular service there I would rather 
have it written about after it is per- 
formed than beforehand.’’

With her husband, T. H., Mullane, 
who is accompanying her on a walking 
tour, Mrs. Mullane was followed by the 
men, Whose attention was attracted 
when the Mullanes stopped by the read- 
side to rest. 

When the’'men attacked them, Mul- 
lane ran six miles to Des Arc, where 
he notified the authorities, 

Karly Trial Expected. 

Prosecutor Charles P. Damron. of tron 
County says that so far as he has been 
able to learn, the Mullanes are of gooé 
character, but that he will make further 
investigation, and if the facts are as 
stated in the first reports of the attack, 
the Mullanes will be taken before the 
grand jury at Ironton, and that if indict- 
ments are returned the men charged 
with the offense will be tried next week.

The assailants were hid in underbrush 
along a railroad track, and when Mr.

Sixteen members of the House of 
Delegates Monday told Post-Dispatcn 
reporters that they will vote to sus- 
pend the rules Tuesday night and, to 
repeal the franchise which authorizes 
the Southern Traction Co., ‘of Tilinots 
to operate a trolley line over the 
Municipal Free Bridge. 

The existence of this franchise is 
believed to have been the main cause 
of the defeat of the bridge bonds at 
the special election in August.

OF THE ILLS OF 
POLICE. FORGE 


Annual Report Shows Only Onn) 
Suffered From This and That | 


Two Had the Gout. 


Insomrpia is the least of all ills suf-. 
fered by policemen, aceording to sta- 
tistics presented in the fifty-first an- 
nual report of the Police Board, which 
was issued Monday. The report is for 
the fiscal year which ended March 9, 
but was delayed on account of exten- 
sive building improvements in the de- 
partment, which are incorporated in the 
volume. 

Only one patrolman out of 1600 suf- 
fered from inability to sleep, if the 
diagnosis of Police Surgeon H. M. 
Moore was correct. Two suffered from 
the gout, six had appendicitis, while 
988 were ill with coryza and colds. Sev- 
eral of the 200-pound patrolmen had 
diphtheria and mumps. 

In the fiscal year the police found 15 
abandoned infants, secured 1763 -doors 
which they found open, preventing that 
many burglaries, perhaps; suppressed 
4622 disturbances, extended ‘‘first aid’’ to 
961 persons injured on the streets, 
helped to frustrate the plans of 273 per- 
sons trying to kill themselves; extin- 
guished 292 menacing bonfires, prevent- 
ed 97 burglaries by catching the burg- 
lars at work, rescued 10 persons from 
drowning, stopped 592 cases of water 
waste, killed 88 mad dogs and 109 dogs 
that aroused suspicion, took 1190 intoxi- 
cated persons to the dispensaries, took 
charge of 683 children whose parents 
said they were incorrigilble, found 636 
lost children, assisted 3996 intoxicated 
persons to their homes and turned in 
2090 firealarms. 

These are only a few of the duties 
performed by the police. The others 
are numerous and include the reporting 
of dirty alleys and mending broken 
electric wires. 

There were 34,868 arrests in the year 
for offenses ranging from picking rags 
without a license to murder. Of those 
arrested 30,533 were men and 4335 wom- 
en, none of the latter being suffragists. 
Only three persons were arrested for 
bathing in public. There were 7660 men 
and women arrested for being drunk on 
the street.

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NEW ICE AGE COMING : SOON. 

In saying ¢hat a glacial age, during which hu- 
manity must fight desperately for existence, is 
“coming soon,” Prof. Nathaniel Smith of Cornell 
must be understood in a geological sense. “Soon,” 
in geological chronology does not necessarily im- 
ply anything close enough at nana for those now 
alive to worry over. 

Studies in Kansas and Switzerland show that 
the history of the world is just one ice age after 
another, according to the professor, with only an 
occasional inter-glacial period like the present in- 
tervening. That it has now been a long time be- 
tween glacial epochs seems the principal reason 
why he thinks Mother ,.Nature has decided it is 
about time for another. 

A plan for the conservation of the heat of the 
tropics, just suggested by Engineer Carroll Liv- 
ingston Riker, New York cold storage expert, was 
not formed with reference to the struggle which 
survival will mean in the predicted era of over- 
whelming ice, but might be advantageous then, 
besides conferring benefits in advance of that mel- 
ancholy cataclysm. In a brochure he urges the 
building of a jetty or wall from Newfoundland in 
the shallow bed of the Grand Banks, to deflect the 
cold Labrador current into the Gulf stream. The 
effect of the cold current on our Bastern coasts 
would be modified in a way highly prejudicial to 
coal dealers and, in addition, the Gulf stream 
would be deflected to warm up the Arctic regions 
and even Medicine Hat. Dangerous fogs on the 
Banks would be dissipated, winter harbors cre- 
ated in high latitudes and warmer weather provid- 
ed all the way from: — Race to — Hatteras,

A 200-mile jetty is sasentiol to. the full project, 
but one of 30 miles would cause vast climatic 
changes. The cost of this hot-water heating ap- 
paratus on a continental scale is a paltry $190,- 
000,000, a fraction of the Panama Canal’s cost. 
Provided Northern Europe does not ‘object, we 
should at least try the experimental jetty. While 
remembrance of last winter is fresh, it ought to 
be possible to raise enough for a 30-mile jetty by 
popular subscription.

He will find a uniform rate of 6 
per cent interest and a 5 per cent commission 
for a three-year loan. The loan is made for 
three years only, which, of course, is to force the 
borrower to renew the loan at the expiration of 
the term, solely for the purpose of giving the 
agent a graft in the shape of another commission. 
One can readily see that the interest, commission 
and recording fees cost the borrower 8 per cent.

THE ISSUE IS THE THING. 
From the New, York World. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s campaign has not been 
halted by the murderous deed of a ma- 
niac. On the contrary, he and his sup- 
porters afe pursuing it more vigorously 
than ever and are seeking to capitalize 
 Politicatly all the sympathy to which 
Mr. Roosevelt is justly entitled as the 
victim of a madman’s crime. The other 
campaign should go on, too. There are 
great issues and great principles at 
stake in the contest which will affect 
the course of the United States Govern- 
ment for many years to come. Dis- 
cussions must not be stifled because a 
weak and wretched creature like 
Schrank has sought to’ appeal from the 
ballot to the bullet. 

So far as the World is cancerned, our 
attitude toward these issues. has not 
changed and cannot change. It is #6und- 
ed on principles of government which 
we have advocated for nearly three de- 
cades.

The 
mistresses of flats showed me around 
everything with politeness and with. ob- 
vious satisfaction. A stout lady, whose 
husband was either an artisan or a clerk, 
I forgot which, inducted me into a flat 
of four rooms, of which the rent was $26 
a month. She enjoyed the advantages of 
central heating, gas and electricity; and 
among the landlord’s fixtures were a re- 
frigerator, a kitchen range, a bookcase, 
and a sideboard. Such amenities for the 
people—for the petits gens—simply dv 
not exist in Europe; they do not even 
exist for the wealthy in Europe. But 
there was also the telephone, the house 
exchange being in charge of the janitor’s 
daughter—a pleasing occupant of the 
entrance hall. I was told that the tele- 
phone, with a ‘nickel’ call, increased 
the occupancy of the Bronx flats by 10 
per cent. 

“Thence I visited the flat of a doctor. 
Here were seven rooms, at a rent of $4 
a month, and no end of conveniences— 
certainly many more than in any flat 
that I had ever occupied myself! I vis- 
ited another house and saw similar in- 
teriors. And now I began to be struck 
by the splendor and the cleanliness of 
the halls, landings and staircases; mar- 
ble halls, tessellated landings and stairs 
out of Holland; the whole producing a 
gorgeous effect—to match the glory of 
the embroidered pillow cases in the bed- 
rooms.
